Against James Gordon Bennett. 


Mysterious “‘ Personals” in the Herald, the 
Cause—How Mr. Munro was Annoyed by 
an Anonymous Person, Who Signed as 
“ Sadie”—A Curious Story. 


Ry Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, June 14.—Mr. Norman L. 
Munro, the well-known publisher of weekly 
story papers and periodicals, has begun & 
suitin the Supreme Court against James 
Gordon Bennett, the proprietor of the New 
York Herald, to recover the sum of $100,000 
damages for an alleged series of libels which 
was published in the defendant’s paper. Mr. 
Munroin his complaint says that heisa 
married man and the father of two children, 
and that for the past two years he has re- 
sided in the city of Brooklyn. Until recent- 
ly he says that he lived happily with his 
wife and children, that he moved in very 
good society in Brooklyn, and that there 
was not the slightest stain upon his reputa- 
tion. Now he says all that is changed. Some 
time in the month of April he published 

A NOTICE 

of the Brooklyn papers 
the effect that he would not 
be responsible for any bills  con- 
tracted in his name which he had not pre- 
viously authorized. On the last an of that 
month, he says, he was very much aston- 
ished, on picking up’ the defendant's paper, 
to read the following notice in its personal 
columns: 

“MuNROo—Your advertisement has caused 
me trouble. They would not leave the 
goods. SADIE.” 

This notice, he says, was published with 
the consent of Mr. nnett. On May 1 an- 
other notice was published in the same per- 
sonal column. It was as follows: 

‘““MuNRo—The goods will be forwarded all 
right. Address Box 142, Herald up-town 
oftice. (Signed, ) _ SADIE. 

Still another notice was printed in the

ON THE FOLLOWING DAY, 

which conveyed the following information: 

**MUNRO, BROOKLYN— Your advertisement 
has caused me trouble. They would not 
leave the goods. SADIE. 

Mr. Munro says he did not know what to 
make of this form of persecution, so he held 
aconsuitation with his lawyer. Trouble 
had been caused in his family and he deter- 
mined to put a stop to “Sadie’s’” insinua- 
tions. His counsel went to the Herald office 
and represented the state of affairs to the 
officials there, who promised that no similar 
libelous notices would be permitted to ap- 
pear in that paper. Mr. Munro was satisfied 
and explained the canse of 

LE TO HIS FAMILY. 

On June 2, however, he was astonished to 
see in the personal column ,a notice couched 
in the following terms: 

“N. L. Munro—lI will meet you to-night at 
SADIE,” 

In consequence of these notices the plain- 
tiff declares that his home has been broken 
up, his wife’s affections have been alienated 
and she refuses to live with him, ard that his 
children have been disgraced. Healso as- 
serts that his social standing has been 
greatly impaired and that his usefulness 
as a citizen has been destroyed, 
his business interests have been damaged 
and his name been brought into contempt, 
ridicule and disgrace.

BLOWN TOU PIECES. 


Two Men Torn to Shreds by a Terrible 
Explosion, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New YorK, June 14.—An explosion oc- 
curred yesterday in the works of the Tren- 
ton Rubber Company, at Trenton, and two 
of the employes, Thos. Carleton and Mi- 
chael Hawk, were literatly torn to pieces. The 
men werked in the vulcanizing department, 
a low brick building in which there wasa 
cylinder heater six feet in diameter by eight- 
een feet long. Inthis heater were placed 
pans of unfinished rubber. Before opening 
this heater itis necessary to blow off the 
steam. When the twomen went to unscrew 
the bolts which held 

THE HEATER DOOR, 

they neglected to release the steam. After 
removing afew bolts the pressure on the 
others was SO great that they 
parted and a terrific explosion followed. The 
building was completely wrecked. Hawk 
was carried with the door through the brick 
wall into the yard, twenty yards away. 
Carleton was hurled against a frame and was 
buried in the debris. The huge cylinder 
heater shot backwards through two brick 
walls and stopped against a similar vulcan- 
izer in the car spring department a distance 
of fifty feet from where it had stood.

A BIG SUIT. 


A Legal War Begun Among the Electric 
Light Companies, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, June 14.—The papers ina 
suit broughtin the United States Circuit 
Court by the Consolidated Electric Light 
Company against the Edison Electric Light 
Company, the Edison Lluminating Com- 
pany, the Edison Isolated Company, Marx. 
Mayor and Deliu Jacobs, patrons of the 
electric light companies, for infringing 
patents of the Consolidated Company, were 
filed on the 9th inst., and every other elec- 
tric light company will be sued as soon as 
the necessary preparations can be made. 
In the complaint, the plaintiffs’ allege that 
William E. Sawyer and Albon Man, of 
Brooklyn, were the first and original inven- 
tors ofacertain “Electric Light System,” 
and of the adjuncts to be used therewith, 
and also of certain additional inventions 
specitied as follows: Improvements 
in regulating the electric light, 
improvements in electric lamps, 
improvements for the treatment of carbon 

FOR ELECTRIC LIGHTING, 
and also an improved carbon for electric 
lighting. ‘These inventions, it is claimed, 
are the basis of all electric lighting systems, 
and every other company than the the Con- 
solidated is guilty of infringing its patents. 
The inventors secured their patents June 25, 
1878, as the records of the Government show, 
and subsequently they transferred them to 
the Electric Dynamite Light Company 
of this city. The plaintiffs, it is alleged, 
paid large sums of money in purchasing and 
perfecting the inventions, and they allege 
the defendants received notice of the plain- 
tiffs’ right to the patents, but not withstand- 
ing this notice they conspired together and 
with others to ake ana sellthe inventions. 
An injunction restraining the defendants 
from manufacturing and selling the inven- 
tions, and asking for whatever damages the 
plaintiffs are entitled to, has been asked, but 
as yet the defendants in action haye not 
liled their answer.

The Verdict in the Celebrated Star 
Route Trial. 

The Scene of Excitement in the Court-Room— 
Mrs. Dorsey and Mrs. Peck in Tears—The 
Verdict Applauded—Five Ballots Taken by 
the Jury—How the Attorney-General and 
Bliss Received the News. 


WASHINGTON, June 14—“You can ask 
the jury whether they nave any commu- 
nication to make to the court,” said Judge 
Wylie to the crier when the Criminal Court 
hearing the Star Route case re- 
assembled this morning. Crier Don- 
aldson soon returned with a message 
that the jury desired to communicate 
with the court. They filed into the court- 
room, apparently none the worse for their 
confinement. When they were seated the 
Judge said: “Gentlemen of the jury, the 
court has sent for you for the purpose of in- 
quiring whether you have any communica- 
tion to make.’”’ The foreman stated 
that the jury had agreed upon 
a verdict and a painful silence fell upon 
the court-room, only to be broken by wild 
shouts of applause, when in a clear tone of 
voice the foreman stated the verdict was 

“NOT GUILTY.” 
Immediately the decorum of a court of jus- 
tice was forgotten and cheers resounded 
from all quarters of the crowded floor. 
MRS. S. W. DORSEY 

sprang to her feet clapping her nands while 
tears streamed down her cheeks, and there 
were many ladies in the court who were 
Silently weeping. Davidge quietly asked to 
have the verdict recorded, which was done 
While the deputy marshals were 
vainly endeavoring to quell the tumult. 
5. W. Dorscy and Brady were the recipients 
of warm congratulations, and as they left 
the court-room they were greeted with re- 
newed cheers by the crowd in front of the 
city hall. When order had been somewhat 
restored by reason of the defendants and 
their friends leaving the room, Judge Wylie 
turned to juror Vernon and asked 

“Mr. Vernon, how are you this morning?” 

Juror Vernon: ‘First-rate, sir.” 

The Court: “I believe we have nothing 
further for jury to do during the term, and 
the court is prepared to discharge you final- 
ly. “You have had a laborious task to per- 
form in this case, You have been more 
than six months engaged in this 
trial. Many of you have occupations of 
your own which you have been obliged to 
neglect during that period, and thong your 
verdict, of course will create dissatisfaction 
to any, yet having been selected according 
to the forms of law, and having sworn to 
perform your duties faithfully, the court is 
bound to presume you have faithfully per- 
formed your duty. you have 
done. so, each one accordin to 
the dictates of his conscience, that will be a 
satisfaction to you as long as you live. 

YOU ARE THEREFORE DISCHARGED, 
with the thanks of the’tourt.” 

In the ante-room and the halls the jury 
was beset by a throng of interested persons, 
prominent among them being the defendants 
and Mrs. 8. W. Dorsey and Mrs. Peck, who 
thanked them for the verdict with tears 
in their eyes. Asthe foreman reached tne 
sidewalks the large crowd assembled there 
burst into tumultuous cheers, whick was re- 
newed as each juror made his way out of 
the Court-house. The foreman stated toa 
representative of the Associated Press that 

FIVE BALLOTS 
were taken by the jury. ‘The first ballot was 
upon the question of the existence of a con- 
spiracy and the ballot resulted in a vote of 
three for and nine against a conspiracy. On 
the secand ballot, the nine was increased to 
ten, al@™ugh the vote was then upon the 
innocence or guilt of the defendants. This 
vote remained unchanged until about 80’clock 
this morning, when the acquittal was 
reached.

turned, and Carpenter, Dorsey’s counsel, 
congratulated him as the only one of .the 
Government counsel having pluck enough to 
show up in the hour ofjoss defeat. 
Ker says he was this morning informed by 
the court officer that Ingersoll had said the 
jury would return a verdict of acquital. He 
added that the other indictments against 
Brady would be pressed, and that, of course, 
it would be necessary for the court to 
enter an order setting aside Rerdell’s plea 
of guilty. 
NEARLY SEVEN ANL ONE-HALF MONTHS 
have been consumed in the trial, and the 
closing arguments have engaged counsel 
over four weeks. ‘The trial is in many 
respects one of the most remarkable_ in 
the history of criminal prosecutions. The 
Beecher and the Guiteau trials 
were each of great length, and the 
first trial of the Star Route conspirators con- 
tinued more than three months, but no trial 
in modern times in American courts has 
been of so long duration and so stubbornly 
contested as the one which will be decided 
this week. ‘The record in the pending case 
fills 6,000 printed pages of about 700 words to 
the page, or in the neighborhood 
of -4,200,000 words. ‘The direet tes- 
timony for the prosecution covers 2,318 
pages ; for the defense, 1,566 pages. The re- 
butting testimony for the Govenment fills 
100 pages. ‘The closing addresses of Messrs. 
Ker, Bliss and Merrick, for the prosecution, 
over 813 pages, and other speeches of Messrs. 
Ingersoll and Wilson, for the defense, cover 
444 pages.

Terrible Sequel to the Uniontown Tragedy of 
a December Last—Details of Yesterday's 
-_ Killing—The Coroner's Investigation and 
the Jury’s Verdict To-Day—How Dukes’ 
Corpse was Carted Away—No Lawyer will 
Prosecute Nutt—To-Day's Developments.

Uniontown, VA., June 14.—Retribution 
for the killing of Capt. A. CU. Nutt, whose 
daughter he had seduced, overtook N. L. 
Dukes yesterday at the hands of James 

~ Nutt, the eldest son of Dukes’ victim. The 
affair has caused intense excitement in the 
city and neighborhood and considerable 
surprise, as it was not believed that young 
Nutt, wno is only nineteen years of age, and 
js credited with being of a placid and slug- 
gish disposition, possessed the courage and 
rancor necessary to carry him through such 
an enterprise. There were not wanting those 
however, who knew that the lad had quietly 
decided upon his course of action, and that 
both he and his sister, Dukes’ other victim, 
had sedulously practised pistol shooting ever 
since the tragedy in which their father met 


with his death. 

Just before seven o'clock yesterday even- 
ing Dukes, who had been pleasantly con- 
-versing with friends at the Jennings House, 

for the Post-office, which is only a 
lock distant, to get his mail, The Post- 
ce is situated on the corner of Main and 
ttsburg streets, where the room in the 
building, known from its conformation as 
room of the round corner, and situated 
mmediately in front of the  Post-office, 
provided James Nutt with a hiding place in 
which to await the man whose doom he had 
ided upon and was ready to precipitate. 
ukes approached the spot where Nutt was 
standing, saw him and passed by. He had 
barely ane so when 
NUTT OPENED FIRE UPON HIM, 
firing two shots in quick succession, each of 
which took effect In Dukes’ back. The 
wounded man turned quickly and then ran, 
Nutt following and discharging his weapon 
pidly, each of the remaining three buliets 
hitting their mark, the third and fourth pen- 
etratiug the body, while the tfth struck the 
yetreating man in the left ankle, inflicting a 
very slight wound, as he mounted the post- 
office steps. The tirst four bullets, 
had accomplished their 
work, as Dukes reached the 
top of the flight of siairs he fe!l heavily for- 
ward upon his face. ‘The streets were 
crowded at the time of the shootihg, and th 
fear of a stray bullet reaching them caused 
them to scatter in all directions, but curiosity 
overcame their fears, and the prone body of 
the dying man was soon surrounded by a 
crowd, whose expressions were generally ad- 
verse to him and in favor of his slayer. Cries 
of “Give the man air,” and ‘Stand back,” 
broke the solemn stillness, but Dukes was 
beyond ail help, and within a minute from 
the time that he fell he was a dead man. 
Officer Regge, who saw the shooting from 
beginning tw end; rushed forward and ar- 
rested Nutt, who beliaved with perfect calin- 
throughout the entire aflair, and turning to

dead man’s body revealed three Ddullet holes 
in the left side of the back, two of which 
went clear through the body, and were seen 
buiging out under the skin of the chest. 
These were removed. ‘Their passage was to 
the right of, and passsed very close to the 
heart. The third bole was probed and the 
discovery made that the buliet bad passed 
through the lungs first and then lodged in 
the muscular tissues of the heart. Any one 
of these three wounds was fatal. The pre- 
cision of George Nutt’s aim was evidenced 
by the closeness of the bullet holes, which 
could be included inaring four inches in 
diameter, Some papers were found in Dukes’ 
kets, and in the pants hip-pocket was 
ound the revolver with which he had killed 
Captain Nutt. A dirk-kuile was also found 
hanging from one of the suspenuder-buttons, 
showing that Dukes was prepared for any 
less and sudden emergency than that which 
overtook him last evening. ‘The revolver 
with which Nutt did the killing was a 
42-calibre Smith & Wesson. ‘The ball which 
Dukes’ ankle passed through one of 
erry lock-boxes and whizzed past 
the head of one of the clerks named George 
Miner. Nutt was lodged in one of the ordi- 
nary celis of the jail, and sympathy ts 
already being created tor him by the mem- 
ory that Dukes, when incarcerated, was 
lodged in one of the most comlortable rooms 
e sheriff nad at his disposal. Lhe feeling 
g strongly iv favor of the young man, who 
claims that quite recently Dukes had met 
him and laugned at him in ane ex- 
asperating manner. He had announced his 
intention of kiliing Dukes, and to those 
who knew him best the tragedy has proved 
no surprise. ‘The circumstances connected 
with the killing of Capt. Ntut by Dukes, the 
94th of last December, aud the acquittal of 
the murderer amid popular execrations and 
the public and private disgraces to which 
he was subsequently subjected, are too well 
remembered to require recapitulation. Such 
friends as he had retained had anticipated 
his killing and advised him to emigrate, but 
he invariably answered that he would either 
main in Uniontown or go to the cemetery, 
his acquittal naving inspired him with an 

unbounded contidence in his own safety.

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FOUND GUILTY. 


Four of the Dynamite Conspirators 
Sentenced to Life Imprison- 
ment. 


Two of Them Acquitted—Full Report of the 
Trial in London—A Village Burned in Savoy 


—European News--Cablegrams. 


England. 

Lownon, June 13.—The trial of Dr, Galla- 
gher, Bernard Gallagher, Whitehead, Cur- 
tin, Wilson and Ansburgh continued this 
morning. The court stated it considered the 
evidence against Bernard Gallagher and 
Ansburgh sufficient to be submitted to the 
jury. Justice Grove eoncurred in the deci- 
sion, but without expressing an opinion as 
to the ultimate result, thought there were 
grave doubts as to the sufficiency 
of the evidence against Ansburgh. 
Clarke, of counsel for the defense, chal- 
lenged the Crown to point to a single syl- 
lable of evidence given at the trial, outside 
of that of Informer Lynch, which showed 
that the intention of the prisoners was to as- 
sail the authority of the crown or to over, 
awe the parliament. He declared that 
Bernard Gallagher’s statement contained no 


evidence against anybody but himself. 
Whitehead expressed a desire to address 
the jury himself, and his counsel therefore 
retreated. 
Justice Coleridge said the case against Dr. 
Thomas Gallagher, Whitehead and Wilson, 
was much stronger than against the others, 
He declared the assertion that the nitro- 
glycerine was intended for legitimate pur- 
poses was incredible. 
Clarke maintained that Lynch’s evidence 
was not the voluntary confession of an 
honest man who was inadvertently led into 
a plot, but wasa calculated revelation in- 
ereasing in scope as the necessity grew of 
incriminating his friends to save himself, 
It was nothing to him to support his state- 
ment relative to the existence of a club whose 
objeet it was to free Ireland 
by force. His statements were 
not  creditaple. The manner in 
which they were prepared rendered them 
untrustworthy. He particularly noticed that 
Lynch, since the examination of the prison- 
ers in the Bow Street Court, had unaccount- 
ably remembered thatthe oath he took in 
New York contained a reference to the 
“Irish Republic.” Clarke appealed to the 
jury to resist 

THE POPULAR PREJUDICE. 
His speech was impressive. Whitehead, 
speaking in his own behalf, said there was no 
evidence to show that the nitro-glycerine 
found in his factory was intended for illegal 
urpose. He declared that it was for min- 
ing purposes, like thousands of tons of 
the same article made in England. 
The press exaggerated his case. He exhort- 
ed the jury to deal with it impartially, as 
thev would with any other case. Ansburgh 
declared that he was as innocent as God Al- 
mighty. He stated that he merely met Dr. 
Gallagher accidentally on the steamer Par- 
thia and he again accidentally met him in 
the Strand. Mr. Rowlands, on behalf of 
Curtin, deciared that his client had been in- 
necently seeking work and that Dr. Gal- 
lagher had given him an introduction to an 
ald friend in Glasgow. If Gallagher was 
engaged in a plot, it was not likely he 
would recommend a stranger to an intimate 
friend for connection with it. Curtin’s acts 
could only be declared guilty on the assump- 
tion that a plot existed, but of this no proof 
was adduced. Wilson announced that asfar as 
he was concerned he left the case where it 
stood. Mr. Mathewson, on behalf of Ber- 
nard Gallagher, ~ there was no case 
against his client, Bernard Gallagher, as he 
acted while under the influence of liquor. 
There was nothing suspicious in an elder 
brother, who was better off thana younger 
one, sending money to the latter. He confi- 
dentiy asked for a discharge of the prisoner. 
Mr. Mathewson admitted Bernard had a 
general knowledge of the hostile designs of 
the dynamiters, but sald it must be remem- 
bered he was a resident of Brooklyn and 
could not be judged by the same standard as 
an Euglishman was.

He said there was no proof of the existence 
in America of plots or of connivance thereat 
on the part of the Government of that coun- 
try. 

JUSTICE COLERIDGE 

also rebuked Mathewson. He said: ‘1 think 
it only due to our friendly relations witha 
great government that you unreservedly 
withdraw your statement.” 

Mathewson said he would gladly accede to 
the ruling of the court. 

The case for the defence elosed and Farrer 
Herschell, the Solicitor-General, replied on 
the part of the prosecution. Upon the con- 
clusion of his remarks Justice Coleridge be- 
oo his charge to the jury. 

No legitimate trader would have carried it 
about London as it had been carried. The 
jury retired at 5:35. 

The jury returned a verdict of guilty 
against Dr. Gallagher, Wilson, Whitehead 
and Curtin, and a verdict of not guilty in the 
case Of Ansbaugh and Bernard Gallagher.

THE FOOD SUPPLY. 

LONDON, June 14.—Lord Carlingford, 
Minister of Agriculture, received yesterday 
an infiuential deputation representing towns 
in England representing 10,000,000 people, 
the object of which was “to protest against 
the restrictions of the food supply,” Lord 
Carlingford stated that the decrease in the 
importation of American cattle is due to the 
fact that better prices were obtained in 
America, and not to the-system of compul- 
sory slaughter at British ports. He said tHe 
Goverment would continue to act up tothe 
— of the present laws and not strain 
them in the direction of further prohibition, 
as urged by the opponents of the importa- 
tion of American eattle.

The St. Louis Career of Count 
Adolph Von der Dannenberg. 


How He Got Into Debt in Germany—His Duel 
with a Brother Officer—How a German Dude 
Looks Behind .the Bars—The Story of a 
Theodolite, 


A sure-enough German nobleman _§ian- 
guishes behind the bars of the St. Lonis jail. 
His card when he is at home reads: 


Graf Adoiph Yon der Dannenberg, 
2d Lieut. 9th Hanoverian Dragoons, :

Graf came to St. Louis straight 
from Berlinlast December. He brought let- 
ters of introduction to Mr. Boeckeler, the 
well known lumber merchant, from Prof. 
Wieder, of Berlin, who is Mr. Boeckeler’s 
brother-in-law, and found no difficulty in 
obtaining a foothold in the best German 
society in this city. He dropped his title, 
however, and called himself simply Mr, Von 
Donkberg. The young man sported good 
clothes but was lamentably short of 
eash. He confided his circumstances to 
his new friends and several of them  inter- 
ested themselves in his behalf and tried to 
secure a suitable employment for him, but 
he was found to te entirely incapable otf 
“eatching on.”” Among others to whom he 
introduced himself was Dr. Emil Preetorius, 
the editor of the Westliche Post, ‘this was 
in the latter part of January last. Dr. Pree- 
torius introduced the graf to Mr. Fred. T, 
Ledergerber, the lawyer, who at the time 
was engaged in collecting money for the 
sufferers by the floods in Germany. He 
volunteered to act’ in a clerical 
capacity for Mr. Ledergerber, and was ac- 
cordingly permitted to make his headquar- 
ters at that gentieman’s office. He was ex- 
ceedingly attentive to Mr. lLedergerber, 
walked with him tothe street carsin the 
evening to take a most formal leave before 
parting for the night, and was the first to 
reach the office inthe morning. ‘The work 
of keeping the accounts of the collection 
committee was entrusted toa young lady, 
Miss Beckman, who is said to have distrust- 
ed Dankberg from the moment she first saw 
him.

His hair is of a light 
straw color and is parted exaetly in the mid- 
die, His complexion is a pretty pink, anda 
slight mustache, much lighter in color than 
his hair, defines where his upper lip is.

PUNISHING HOMICIDE. 

In a parade of.alleged statistics,which may 
or may not be reliable, the Chicago Tribune 
Says: ; 

Last year the hangman strung up 121 criminals 
in the United States, of whom forty-one were 
hanged in the North and eightyin the South, as 
foliows: Missouri, 7; Louisiana,8; North Car- 
Olina, 7; Georgia, 11; Texas, 9; South Carolina, 11; 
Kentucky, 4; Arkansas, 4: Mississippi, 4; Vir- 
ginia, 3; Alabama, 3; Tennessee,5; Florida, 3; 
Delaware, 1. Last year Judge Lynch executed 117 
wretches, fiftyinthe North and sixty-seven in 
the South, as follows: Virginia, 2; Texas, 16; 
West Virginia, 1; Georgia, 3; Alabama, 6; Ken- 
tucky, 8; Florida,3; Missouri, 4; Louisiana, 9; 
South Carolina,6; Arkansas, 4; Tennessee, 2; 
Mississippi,3. Up to the present date this year 
forty-nine criminals have been legally executed in 
the United States, thirty-four of them in the 
Southern States. Forty-eight have been illegally 
executed during the same period, twenty-two of 
them in the South. . 


From this it appears thatthe South law- 
fully hung last year nearly twice as many 
murderers as the North, although, according 
to the Chicago papers, that single Northern 
city had in her jail, of murderers who de- 
served hanging, nearly twice as many as 
were hung in the whole North. Of the forty- 
nine criminals lawfully executed this year, 
thirty-four are credited to the South and only 
fifteen to the North. The figures simply 
show that in the South there is twice as much 
lawful punishment of homicide as in the 
North. 

In regard to lynchings, the North had 50 
last year and the South 67, Texas, witha 
vast Mexican and Indian frontier, making 
up the difference. But of the 48 illegally ex- 
ecuted this year, the South is charged with 
but 22, and the North with 26. 

We do not see how the North can plume 
herself upon these figures, and say to the 
South, “Iam holier than thou.” They cer- 
tainly do not show that there Is more homi- 
cide in the South, or that it is less liable to 
punishment there than in the North. In 
order to do full justice to both sections in 
regard to this matter, we want a record of 
all the homicides, acquittals, convictiens, 
executions and lynchings in each Congres- } 
sional district for the last five or ten years. 
This would stop a good deal of the loose and 
misinformed talk on the subject, and we 
believe it would bring a fine moral influence 
to bear right in the localities where such in- 
fluence is most needed.

THE HIGH LICENSE QUESTION. 

It is a very strange circumstance that the 
very first action of the City Council, when 
called in special session, was an attempt to 
set the authority of the Municipal Assembly 
against the authority of the Stste Legisla- 
ture. The remarkable spectacie was pre- 
sented of a local municipal body, a creation 
of State law,undertaking to pass not only on 
the meaning of a State law, but on the con- 
stitutionality of it, and declining to execute 
its ordinary functions until it had executed 
the very extraordinary functions which are 
usually considered as the exclusive property 
of the Supreme Court. The first proceeding 
was to call for unauthorized and unofficial 
expressions of legal opinion from lawyers 
selected at random, upon the constitutional 
question. This, upon reflection, appeared 
open to obvious objections, and then the de- 
sign was changed and the City Counselor 
was calied on to give his official opinion ona 
question on which he had already given one 
official opinion. 

The meaning of all this is that the City 
Council owes its first allegiance to the saloon- 
keepers and then to the public, that it stands 
more in dread of the political power which is 
represented by the saloon-keeping interest 
than it does of the political power of the 
citizens.

THE END OF THE FARCE. 

As asensation the acquittal of the Star 
Route conspirators must be pronounced a 
failure.

A BritisH steamship landed 760 assisted 
Irish immigrants in New York on the 11th 
inst. But few of them were able-bodied 
men, nearly all being women with large fam-., 
ilies of helpless children or decrepid old 
men and cripples or invalids. A majority of 
them speak the Irish language only, while 
some of the rest can speak but little En- 
glish. Tosave the expense of feeding them 
in Ireland, or of burying them as victims of 
famine, the English Government pays their 
passage to this country, and gives them $6 50 
to live on here till they can begin to support 
themselves or become a charge upon our 
charity. Another cargo of assisted immi- 
grants is expected in a few days, and itis 
understood that England will spare no ex- 
pense to get a million or so of these victims 
of her misrule out of her sight and olf her 
hands.

The owner of property in this city, one 
would suppose, could safely value it at prices 
which real estate really brings in other large, 
live cities, having the same relative locations in 
reference to business occupations, and 

robable rowth of valuable improvemeuts, 

hat he is hugely mistaken in this idea, and has 
hitherto labored under a monstrous delusion, the 
conclusively that St. Louis property is not so valua- 
ble as property in corresponding locations either in 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Cni- 
cago, Cincinnati, Clevelana or Pittsburg. Even 
in the city of Indianapolis, whose population is 
scarcely one-fifth of our own, the selling value of 
real estate is much greater than here. 

The city real estate owner, like the merchant 
with his goods and wares, places a value on his 
property, which indicates its cost, and is ready to 
sell at any time so as to escape a loss orto make 
avery small profit. While the taxes on the mer- 
chant’s goods and wares are ligut, the real estate 
owner’s property is always found, and he is com- 
pelled to pay not only onerous city taxes, but also 
in addition, over one-third of the entire State reve- 
nue. What especially in this city “disgusts pur- 
chasers,’’ is the fact that real estate owners In St. 
Louis pay more taxes on their property, and get 
less in return for them, than those in any of the 
large cities above named.

A NOTARY’S STORY.

MORMON CRUELTY. 


Brutal Treatment of the Older Wives 
in the Mormon Harems. 
From the Salt Lake Tribune. 


A few weeks ago we noted the fact that 
Mrs. Clinton had applied for -relief from her 
husband, Jeter Clinton, who abandoned her 
years ago, and has divided his time between 
the four or five women sealed to him through 
the celestial beastliness: and now we have 
to record another similar case, wherein Mary 
Hewitson makes complaint against her hus- 
band, George Hewitson. The complaint al- 
leges that the plaintiffand defendant were 
married in England inp August, 1843, and 
have lived as man and wife ever since; that 
they have resided in this country the past 
eighteen years; that the defendant has been 
living with one Ann Waring ib open adul- 
tery the past twelve years, in the same house 
with plaintiff; withoutthe consent of plain- 
tiff, who has not cohabited with him since 
the commencement of the adulterous connec- 
tion with Ann Waring, except by force, fear 
and duress; that plaintiff Is now sixty-six 
years old, and that from fatigue and hard- 
ships of frontier life, mental anguish and 
suffering, caused by the unlawful acts of the 
defendauct, has become weak, feeble and un- 
able to work and earn a livlihood; that the 
defendant had in the most shameful manner 
forced the plaintiff'to oecupy a lone room, 
sparsely furnished, and having a rear en- 
trance, and has denied her the right of ac- 
cess to all parts of the house; that all luxu- 
ries of life and articles needed by persons of 
her age are denied her, aud that he has on 
many occasions expressed to the plaintiff 
that her life was no interest to him, and he 
would be glad if she were dead; and that 
she was but a bother to him. She asks fora 
decree of divoree and for the return of $700 
money, her individual acquirement, and tor 
a just division of all the other property held 
by defendant, of which plaintiff assisted to 
acquire, and that he be required to pay into 
court $200 counsel fees, $50 court fees, and 
such alimony during progress of suit as the 
court may deem proper. 

J ‘IT. Lomax is attorney for the plaintiff. 
Service has been made on Hewitson, who 
lives down the State road six miles, and the 
case will come before the Third District 
Court ina tew days. Mrs, Hewitson shows 
inher look tnat she has passed through 
much sulfering and anguish. and in conver- 
sation with areporter of the Tribune, told 
how the second wife domineered over her in 
various ways. Hewitson has a store under 
the same roof they live in, anditis presided 
over by No. 2, who, while ferbidding Mrs. 
Hewitson to enter the store to get any ar- 
ticles, has her choice of the goods, and is 
thus able to live in high style.
